NKW YonK, May 30.—The week oponed in 


financial circles with a much bottor feeling. 
Thoexcitomuntandnisli of tho closinfi days 
of last week had entirely disappeared, and 
matters \vero going much as tlioy wore, bo- 
foro tho panic. Brokers wore, less timid 
about negotiating business transactions, and 
conGdence 
appeared 
to 
bo 
gradually 


gaining ground. 
Almost from tho first 


salo, howovor, prices bogan to decline, and 
on each succeeding salo values wont gradually 
lower. 
There were but £ew supporting 


orders, and some of tlio boor operators who 
havo not yet fully covered took advantage 
ol tho situation to hammer the rust. The 
announcement was received from London 
that a heavy selling of American securities 
was in progress, andthataiuimboi-of foreign 
holders had cabled tlioir brokers lioro to sell. 
Under these influences prices wore kept almost 
steadily on tho down grade throughout the 
morning, and at noon the figures showed a 
drop of y. to C% per cent, from noon until 
shortly after aCtoi- 1 o'clock, tho market -was 
comparatively 
firm 
and 
prices rallied 


fractionally, but at 2 o'clock prices wore 
again at tho;iowest of tho day. About the 
only ripple of excitement that characterized 
tho day's dealings was caiisoQ shortly after tho 
second board. Just before tho time Jor 
delivery the chairman rapped for attention 
and when quiet was secured tho announce- 
ment was made that tho firm of "U". B, Scott 
& Co., brokers ol 84 Pine street, Jiail notified 
tho exchange of their inability to moot their 
engagement, and giving as their reasons 
losses by the groat shrinkage in values.

SENATORS DISCUSS THE MATTER. 


Shoriuuii and nlotvran (>lvo Their

WASHINGTON CITY, May 20.—During tho 


clobato in tho Honato on Morgan's resolution 
for an inquiry into the causes of tho New- 
York business troubles, Sherman said the 
sonato ought to bo extremely careful in 
dealing 
with questions ail'octtog private 


fortunes. In every case of trouble that had 
occurred among the banks ot Now York the 
failure was brought about by tho speculative 
operations o£ their ofHcers. Certification of 
chocks had nothing to do with it; it some 
ca.sos, perhaps, tho want of certification 
brought about trouble. If thero had been 
over-certilicntion 
there were government 


officers to prosecute tho offenders, but thoro 
was no necessity for a congressional inquiry. 
There was no panic. Tho commercial credit 
o( the country was to-day on a safsr founda- 
tion than it was before these transactions oc- 
curred. 


Stwator Moignn said that the hank failuras 


in Now York woro duo to evasions by tho 
banks ot the law passed two yearn ago 
u^aiu.-t 
the over-certidcation o£ chocks. 


This law, by the way, was prepared 
by Senator Bock, who is a member of tho 
Hnanco committee, and will do all he can to 
have rho investigation ordered. After the 
passage of this law the banks which do roost 
of the business for stockbrokers invented tho 
substitute device ot "accepting" cheeks be- 
yond the amount of a customer's de]X)3its. 
The comptroller of the currency a year and 
a half ago referred the question of tho legal- 
ity of this process to Attorney General Brews- 
tcr, who decided that this was a violation of 
the law. Senator Morgan said that tha acts 
of the embarrassed national banks In lending 
their credit to speculation* without adequate 
security was a more- evasion of tho Bock act, 
and tho banks got into trouble b>" breaking 
tho law. Senator Morgan also made tho

should belong to n clearing houso that re- 
fused to accept silver, the banks derided tho 
law, and openly announced their intention of 
evading it, and they did evade it.

severe Flro nt Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, May '-W.— At2:SO p. m. an 


alarm called the department to a liro in tho 
large building occupied by tho Cincinnati 
Lead Pipo & Sheet company, at 31 and 133 
Uast Ninth street. Tho fire started in tho 
boiler-room and spread with such rapidity 
that when tho engines arrived it was thought 
advisable to turn in a general alarm. In 
less than ten minutes from the discovery oC 
the ilaiues they had spread through tho en- 
tire lirst, second and third Bool's.

chasing 4 per cent, bonds. Had these bondi 
declined lost week much below 118 treasury 
ofllcials say Secretary Folger would have beon 
justified in investing the balance due the sink- 
ing fund and tho surplus revenues on hand in 
them, for in so doing thore would have beon 
a largo saving over au investment in 3 per 
cents ut par.

That in doing this we will, without refer- 


ence to former political alllliutiuus, recognize 
our friends whenever and wherever we li:id 
them; aud at the polls -we will sustain only 
such men and party organizations as are in 
favor of protecting and encouraging and 
sustaining sheep husbandry in tho United 
States by restoring tho wool UirifT of ISiVT or 
its equivalent. And that w*j will not .iiip- 
port any party or political candidate uni.l 
they Imvo clearly doflued their position as, in 
favor of tho restoration of said tarill'. 


The other ix-solutions favor a s3-stein of 


economic legislation calculated to foster, de- 
velop and sustain American industries, re- 
pudiate ttie doctrine of free trade and declare 
that tho undervaluation of imported wools ii 
entailing great loss to the country both in 
revenue and loss to tbe American wool pro- 
ducer, and should bo immediately stopped.
